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MORE RAILWAYS 


Railway construction in Canada is 
| to be speeded up, according to report. 
| In the next two years, if applications 
| now before the federal and provincial 
| governments are approved, consider- 
| ably more new mileage will be put 
down than that of either transcontin- 
ental line in its coast-to-coast road. 
This would indicate such activity in 
two years as the whole decade pre- 
| ceding had not shown. 

The prospect of new railroading on 
so extensive a scale is a gratifying 
sign of increasing development in 
Canada, and to those pants likely to be 
included in the construction program 
it will be particularly good news. 
Probably the bulk of the new mileage 
will be in the western north. 

One of the significant features of 
the case is that not so long ago it was 
being said that railway construction 
in Canada had been overdone. The 
| mileage built up to that time was de- 
clared to bein excess of the country’s 
requirements for many years, and 
there were those who went so far as 
to say that never again would Canada 
see such enormous programs as had 
been. 

If now thé railways are deliberately 
undertaking*new work estimated to 
cost nearly a quarter of a billion dol- 
lars, it is pretty clear evidence that 
the country has caught up to the ex- 
isting railway accommodations and 
wants more. It has, moreover, done 
so in an astonishingly short itime. 
Insofar as the past has had lessons for 
the railway people, it may be taken 
for granted that they have not been 
lost upon them, and the fact that stil] 
they are going on with further build- 
ing programs ‘is something more than 
a straw that shows how the wind is 
blowing.
